Fort Wayne City Council

Dear Sirs: 


The Technical Advisory Board has reviewed your letter of January 31st 
regarding the addition of a gas code section to the City Code. As was 
indicated by Mr. Steigerwald, a section was established, and is now in 
force, titled Division 600, Commercial and Industrial (non-sanitary) 

Piping and Systems. This section presently requires that all piping 
materials, appliances and equipment used in connection with flammable gases 
be in conformity with the standards of the State Fire Marshall of Indiana, 
The Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and other approved standards. One of 
the standards referenced is No. 54, NFPA specifically covering installation 
of gas appliances and gas piping in buildings. 


This Board feels that with respect to all gas installation, upstream from 
the meter within the corporate limits of the city, that Division 600, 
properly enforced, will provide adequate safety. 


With respect to regulation of gas service, downstream from the meter, 

we have asked for and obtained a legal opinion from our Associate City 
Attorney, Louis L. Bloom, copy of which opinion is attached. This 
opinion, in effect, points out that municipal corporations are precluded 
from regulating public utilities located within their corporate limits, 
except under exercise of its "police" power. 


Presentiy the Northern Indiana Public Service Company is bound in the 
construction, operation and maintenance of gas facilities by approved 
national standards - specifically the American Standard Code For Gas 
Transmission and Distribution Piping Systems, and Company Welding 
Standards. 


As an Advisory Board, we recommend the following: 


1. That qualified inspection manpower be put into place to 
properly enforce Division 600 of the present Municipal 
Code, with respect to all gas installations upstream 
from the meter. 


2. That attention be given by interested agencies to mod- 
ifications , additions and improvements to Division 600 - 
such modifications, additions and improvements to be 
presented in writing to this Board for approval. 


3. That with respect to all gas service downstream from 
the meter, we abide by the legal opinion presented by 
Mr. Bloom.

Dear Mr. Yoeman: 


You have asked for an opinion regarding whether the 
City is able to regulate the providing of gas service 
"downstream" from the meter within the corporate 
limits of the City. 


The legislature has conferred upon the Public Service 
Commission of the State of Indiana the right to regulate 
all public utilities within the State of Indiana, and 
this right is an exclusive right, which deprives the 
municipal corporations, which draw their authority 

from the same legislature, from regulating public 
utilities located within their corporate limits. 


However, this"preemption" of the regulation of public 
utilities does not deprive the City of its right to 
make reasonable regulations regarding the use of its 
streets and does not deprive the municipal corporation 
from its ability to exercise its "police" powers to 
maintain and guard the health, safety and welfare of 

its citizens. It would appear the municipal corporation, 
in the exercise of its "police" power could impose 
reasonable safety regulations upon the operation of gas 
transmission or the transmission of other public utility 
services within its corporate city limits. 


It is my opinion that the City of Fort Wayne cannot regulate 
public utility services located within its city limits, 
except as such regulation may be a clearly defined exercise 
of the City of Fort Wayne's "police" power.

MINUTES OF THE MAYOR'S COMMISSION ON HUMAN RELATIONS 


APRIL 25, 1966 


ATTENDANCE: Rev. Edwin A. Nerger, Chairman; Captain Donald Evans, Mrs. Theodore 
Borders, Father Leonard Fullenkamp, Dr. Archie Keene, Office Robert Russell, Levan 
Scott, Mrs. Lloyd S. Stubbins, Jr., Mrs. Vernon P. Wickliffe, William G. Williams. 
GUEST: Wesley Bashore--Journal Gazette; STAFF: Alvin E. Wesley and Miss Brenda J. 
Whittaker. 


The meeting was called to order at 3:30 p. m. by Chairman Nerger in the Trail End Room of 
the Central YMCA. 


The minutes of the March 21, 1966, meeting were approved as mailed. 
The Treasuer's Report was approved as mailed. 


Alvin Wesley read correspondence sent to superintendent Lester Grile requesting that 

a meeting be set up to discuss the rezoning of Central High School. To date the Commission 
office has received no reply. Mr. Wesley also read correspondence from Mr. Howard G. 
Sheltraw, Executive Director of City Planning of Saginaw, Michigan. Mr. Sheltraw re- 
quested the guidelines the Fort Wayne Real Estate Board has drawn ip in cooperation with 
the Commission. Mr. Wesley showed the article which appeared in TRENDS, a housing 
publication by the National Committee Against Discrimination in Housing. Also received 
was a letter from Mr. Gould of the local IUE. Mr. Gould requested the Commission's en- 
dorsement of a refugee village to be erected in Viet Nam. It was moved, seconded and 
unanimously approved that the staff send a letter of encouragement and commendation to 
the ШЕ. 


Chairman Nerger called for reports from the Standing Committees. At the March meeting 
the education committee was empowered to investigate the possiblities of placing posters 
with pictures and stories of the contributions of outstanding American Negroes in the Fort 
Wayne Community Schools. Mrs. Stubbins reported thet Fred Gingrich and Alvin Wesley 

had gone to Mr. Grile in regard to this matter and that the idea was well received. Mr. 
Grile said that he would also like Mr. Wesley to present this idea to the Principle's Club. 
Also at the March meeting Mrs. Stubbins reported that her committee would meet wih 

Miss June Shagaloff, National Education Director for the NAACP, to discuss her committee's 
activities in regard to "де facto school segregation," etc. Mrs. Stubbins reported, however, 
that because of Miss Shagaloff's schedule, the education committee was unable to meet with 
her as they had planned but some members did have the opportunity to hear her presentation 
at the Urban League forum. Miss Shagaloff was impressed with the committee's work and 
encouraged them to continue. 


Father Fullenkamp reported that on Saturday, May 14, 1966, from 3 to 6 in the afternoon 
the housing consultations will be in the Hanna-Creighton and Rolling Mill area. There will 
be two real estate brokers, an attorney, two hostesses to greet the residents, two babysit- 
ters for the parent's convenience and two cars with cheauffers to provide transportation. He 
said appropriate publicity will be provided. 


There was no report from the Public Accommodations Committee. One of the Commission- 
ers did bring to the attention of the Commission his feelings that there was some discrimi- 
nation in regard to the registration policies of some local hospitals. He said there is reason 
to believe discrimination exists in this area in view of the fact that Negroes are often being 
placed inthe same rooms. Consequently, Chairman Nerger requested that the committee 
investigate the registration policies of the local hospitals, It was brought out that the federal 
government is conducting a national survey on hospitals. The Public Accommodations com- 
mittee was asked to check on this matter. 


Mr. Wesley reported that the Public Relations Committee is working on both the newsletter 
and the annual report. He said committee members are working on assignments to prepare 
articles for the first newsletter which they hope to have ready by May 15th. At an earlier 
meeting in the year, the Commission had discussed the Commission's activities presented 
by Mr. Wesley in report form. The Commission instructed the Public Relations Committee 
to duplicate all materials as it was reported and discussed at that meeting. Close to 1500 
copies will be prepared, Mr. Wesley said. 


The Review Committee, Mr. Wesley reported, has met and reviewed the! Procedures for 
Filing and Processing Complaints." They have not, however, had the chance Ёо discuss 
the procedures in detail. When they have met and finalized their procedures, a copy of 
them will be sent to each commissioner. 


During the weekend of April 2, 1966, the residents in the area of Hayden and Frances Streets 
held three rallies in protest of the junkyard expansion of Wayne Iron & Metal Company owned par 
by Abe Zinn of West Sherwood Terrace. Mr. Wesley reported that through his discussions 
with the leaders of the protest and other community persons familiar with the situation,the 
leadership agrees that legally Wayne Metal has the right to expand its junkyard in that area, 
but they feel the company also has a moral and ethical obligation to the residents in not ex- 
panding in that particdar.:area. They have for this reason planned a march from the site of 
the junkyard expansion to the home of Mr. Abe Zinn who is one of the owners of the company. 
The march will be held on Saturday, April 30, 1966, at П a.m. Mr. Wesley also reported 
that he learned in these discussions that the march appears to also symbolize a growing un- 
rest and dissatisfaction among Negroes about housing conditions generally. After extensive 
discussion on the subject, the Commission was unanimous in its endorsement of the broad 
moralissue, Commissioner members also felt that the Commission should continue to work 
with the protest leaders and the owners of Wayne Metal in bringing about a negotiated settle- 
ment if at all possible. The Commission also instructed the Executive Secretary and the 
Chairman to draw up a positive statement expressing the Commission's views and that this 
statement be made public. 


The Commission discussed further the question of housing discrimination as it exists in 
Fort Wayne. Аза result of this discussion, Chairman Nerger requested the housing com- 
mittee to compile a factual report and present it to the Commission at the June meeting. 

The question came up regarding the housing conference. Mr. Wesley reported that the 
Human Relations Council is considering June 14 and 17 as tentative dates for the conference. 


Mr. Wesley reported on Police-Community Relations. He stated that the Commission has 
received a number of complaints in regard to the Police Department and that these com- 
plaints were discussed with the police department. He said that although complaints involving 
our local police have been received courteously by the police department, there is need for 
improved communication within our community regarding this matter. He recommended that 
one possible way of doing this would be to set up a series of informal discussions involving 
representatives of each the police department, the Negro community and the Commission. 


It was therefore moved, seconded and unanimously approved that the staff set up such 
meetings, . 


Because of the growing evidence of unrest, the Commission discussed the possibility of 
holding its next two montly meetings within the inner city in places where the residents 

of the areas would readily be able to discuss their concerns with the Commission, and 
secondly, learn more about the purpose and function of the Commission. The Commission 
agreed to hold its regular May meeting in the Hanna-Creighton area and the June meeting 
in the Rolling Mill area. These meetings will be held in the evenings. The Executive Se- 
cretary was instructed to set up meeting time and meeting place. 


The meeting was adjourned at 5:00 p.m.
